Responsive to the Restriction Requirement mailed on January 31, 2008, the following 
remarks are made: 

The Examiner indicated that there are more than one species of the generic invention and 
required applicants to elect a particular species from claims 2 and 3. In response to the election 
of species requirement. Applicants elect "viruses" in claim 2 and "influenza virus" in claim 3, in 
the event that no generic claim is finally held allowable. 

It is believed that the claims 1-8 read on the elected species. 
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This response to the election of species requirement is made with traverse. 
Reconsideration is therefore respectfully requested. It is believed that the differences of species 
is not such as to require separate examinations. Accordingly, it is urged that, in the interest of 
efficiency in prosecution, all the species be examined together.
